Socialist Premier Paul Rama- 
dier was expected to resign as soon 
as Reynaud secures pledges of 
310 assembly votes in order to as- 
sure a stronger government to 
cope with ‘mounting unrest. 

About 500 police and soldiers 
ringed city hall, where Pierre De 
Gaulle, brother of Gen. Charles 
De Gaulle, was to be elected presi- 
dent of the municipal council to- 
day.

“vital commodities in short sup- 
vly that basically affect the cost 
of living’. 

Food, clothing, fuel and rent, 
he said, are the basic elements in 
living costs.

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Does Winant’s Act Indicate 
Troubled Times Ahead? 


A short time before the late John G. Winant, former gov- 
ernor of New Hampshire and ambassador to Great Britain, 
brought his life to an untimely end he left this warning in his 
new book: 

“It has seemed to me that people do not understand the 
urgency of these days.” 

Mr. Winant’s death was laid not only to his concern 
about his health but also to a deeper concern about the 
political, economic and moral health of the world. Like many 
others in the forefront of international affairs he had fervently 
hoped for a better world as the result of the allied triumph. 
But along with all of us he had seen the fruits of victory 
rot in the pitiless heat of political intrigue and ideological 
wartare. 

The distinguished political figure was ‘in a far better 
position than most people to appraise world affairs. Is it 
as bad as he urges? If so, people of America will be 
foolish indeed if they do not heed the warning which his 
words, and especially his act, have brought to them. Ap- 
parently, for one tragic moment at least, he was overwhelmed 
by what he believed is ahead. 

We must not forget, however, that the future grows out 
of today. And we can shape that future to an appreciable 














' degree by what we do today. If we have been awakened 
to the “urgency of these days” and if we work with greater 
! vigor and determination toward the achievements of lasting 


peace, we can, and we shail, forestall the grave events 
which our indifference would make possible.
